All his research used 
electric discharges through 
flowing gases to study both 
the reactions and the spectro- 
scopic ا‎ of free 
atoms, of free radicals and of 
e molecules for which he 
developed a variety of sophis- 
ticatı û techni ues. 

Two particular topics estab- 
lished his international repu- 
tation. His studies of the 
reactions of chlorine atoms 
and related specics provided a 
sound basis for the predic- 
tions of ozone depletion by 
acrosol propellants, and his 
recent work using lasers to 
populate individual levels in 
the excited states of mol- 
ecules so that their reactions 


could be studied. 
For these contributions he 
was awarded the Marlow 


Medal of the Faraday Society 
in 1970 and the Royal Society 
of Chemist Award for 
Fineles bud Mechanism in

He will be recmembered for 
his constant cheerfulness, 
enthusiasm and dedication not 
only by his colleagues and 
students but by physical 
chemists in many countries.
